Tarr weighs options for getting bill through Senate 


WILMINGTON -_ The 
urgency prompting a special 
meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen last week no 
longer exists, but the efforts 
continue. 

Selectmen voted unani- 
mously to approve a change 
of language inserted by the 
state legislature in a bill seek-

at each other’s homes. The 
defendant would often prefer 
to play with the children, par- 
ticularly at his own home. 

During one of the neighbor- 
hood gatherings when the 
neighborhood children were 
playing at his house, the 
defendant created an oppor- 
tunity to be alone with the 
first victim in his backyard. 
It was during this time that 
the defendant first sexually 
assaulted the victim. A sec- 
ond similar assault on this 
victim took place within two 
weeks of the first assault. 

The defendant also knew 
the second victim from 
neighborhood gatherings.

orders, no employment where 
there are children under the 
age of 16, , report to the police

guage limiting the protection 
was necessary.

Pan Mass Challenge this weekend 


McLaughlin ready for ride of a lifetime 


Forty-year-old James 
McLaughlin has the opportu- 
nity to participate for his 
third time in one of the 
nation’s largest and most suc- 
cessful cancer fundraisers, 
the 3ist annual Pan-Mass 
Challenge. After raising 
$14,000 in his previous years 
of participation, he antici- 
pates another successful year 
of fundraising for the Dana 
Farber Institute in Boston 
through the Jimmy Fund. 

On August 7th and 8th, he 
will ride with 5,200 others in a 
192-mile bicycle ride from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown. 

“I am blown away by the 
number of people involved [in 
the PMC]; I am amazed by 
the logistics of it all,” said 
McLaughlin. “I love how 

is run, and I love 
the people on the roads 
cheering for you every step of 
the way. It’s cool stuff. It’s 
cool to be a part of something 
that’s much bigger than you 
are” 

McLaughlin has lived in 
Wilmington for 13 years with 
his wife, Tracy, and has two 
daughters, Julia and Katie. 
He also stays active as a 4 
year tee-ball coach for 
Wilmington as well as an 
assistant coach for the U-10 
Travel soccer team. 

McLaughlin first decided to 
participate in the Pan Mass 
Challenge in 2008 for his 
brother’s tenth anniversary 
of passing away from 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma. His 
brother Edward McLaughlin 
lost the battle to cancer in 
1998 at the age of 32. 

“I was thinking of some- 
thing to do in memory of my 
brother’s ten years,” said 


means he raised at least 
$4,200, each ,,year,,, One 
fundraising feature that has 
allowed him to be successful 
is his corporate match pro- 
gram: for every dollar he 
raises, State Street 
Corporation matches it with 
another dollar. 

McLaughlin’s fundraising 
goal for 2010 is $7,000, and has 
already committed to being a 
Heavy Hitter. This means 
that if he falls short of the 
$4,200, he must pay the differ- 
ence out of his own pocket. 

“The decision to commit to 
this fundraising goal was a 
hard one for me, especially 
during: these difficult finan- 
cial times,” he said in a letter 
on his PMC website. “Too 
many people I care about 
have been adversely affected 
by what is going on in our 
economy _right now 
Because of this, I truly appre- 
ciate the financial implica- 
tions of what I am asking. 

“Cancer, however, does not 
take into account our person- 
al or national financial situa- 
tions. A cure needs to be 
found and the people we love 


whose lives have already 
been tou¢hed -by: this disease 
still need to be cared for.” 

McLaughlin rode over 800 
miles in preparation for the 
event. He enjoys taking rides 
in Maine, and also has partic- 
ipated in rides with the 
Charles River Wheel Men and 
weekend events sponsored by 
Cycle Loft. After riding 250 
miles in the last two weeks, 
McLaughlin said he feels pre- 
pared for the event 

“(Training] is a lot of work, 
but you learn a lot while 
training over the years. This 
year, I felt as though I knew 
how much I needed to train, 
and I feel confident.” 

In the PMC, however, he will 
ride with his own team, 
“Emma’s Army- Fueled by 
Faith,” named in memory of 
Emma Keenan, a women who 
lost her battle to lung cancer 
in 1994; and named after the 
team’s “Pedal Partner,” 
Faith. In 2005, Faith was diag- 
nosed with a brain tumor at 
the age of six, and received 
treatment at the Dana- 
Farber Institute. Luckily, 
Faith is currently in recovery 


from her cancer. McLaughlin 
says he looks. forward to 
meeting her and her family 
on Saturday morning at the 
ride. 

“Faith’s courage, positive 
outlook, and infectious smile 
continue to be an inspiration 
to us all,” said McLaughlin. 

As a result of numerous 
fundraising efforts, the 12 rid- 
ers on Team Emma's Army 
have donated a combined 
total of $265,000 over their 
five years of participation. In 
2009, McLaughlin and his 
teammates, Lauren Brissette 
and Nikki O'Neill, organized 
the “Fore fr a Cure” Golf 
Tournament at the Wentworth 
Hills Golf Club. He is current- 
ly in the process of organiz- 
ing a fundraising party which 
will take place in the early 
fall. This year, the team’s 
goal is to raise a total of 
$85,000. 

Regardless of the amount of 
money he raises, McLaughlin 
loves the feeling of giving 
back in his brother's memory 
as well as the continued sup- 
port from family, friends, and 
spectators at the ride.

“It is overwhelming to be a 
part of such a large group 
working together for a single 
cause,” he said. “Most people 
who ride do it in memory of a 
loved one, or for someone 
who is still battling cancer. It 
helps to know that there are 
others out there who feel the 
same as me about wanting a 
cure for cancer.”

Carlson continues to 


fight the good fight

Glenn Carlson knows that 
he’s fortunate when it 
comes to cancer, with two 
members of his family sur- 
viving the illness, However, 
that doesn’t stop him from 
contributing to the fight 
against the dreaded dis- 

ease. 

When the 31st Pan-Mass 
Challenge begins on August 
8, the Tewksbury resident 
will have his bike on the 
starting line at Sturbridge, 
ready for the 111-mile ride 
to Bourne. With this being 
his third year as a Pan- 
Mass rider, the Shawsheen 
Tech graduate is both 
ready and excited for the 
challenge. 

“I would recommend it to 
anybody who can do it,” 
Carlson said. “The volun- 
teers, the people (who are) 
undergoing cancer treat- 
ment at the water stops, 
(and the fans) make it a 
special event.” 

The Pan-Mass Challenge 
is an annual bike ride that 
raises money for “life-sav- 
ing cancer research and 
treatment” at the Dana- 
Farber Cancer Institute in 
Boston, with the first 
P\M.C, race held in 1979. 

ison has dedicated his 
ride this year to Jamie Erin 
Orr, a 17-year-old girl from 
Riverside, Ohio, who lost 
her battle with lung cancer 
last July. Orr was related to 
a co-worker of Carlson's 
wife. After a suggestion 
from his wife and blessings 
from Orr’s family, Carlson 
decided to honor Orr with 
his ride next weekend. 

Although he’s not riding 
with a team, Carlson will 
have a partner along the 
route. Robert Lombardi, 


one of the owners of the 
company that Carlson’s 
wife works with, will join 
Carlson on the trip to 
Bourne. Lombardi is honor- 
ing his late father, who 
passed away four years 
ago. Carlson and Lombardi 
won't compete against each 
other during their rides, 
however, as they want to 
honor their loved ones who 
were affected with cancer. 

Carlson, 48, has prepared 
for next weekend’s race for 
a good amount of the year. 
He has trained for most of 
the year, whether snow was 
on the ground or heat was 
blazing down on 
‘Tewksbury’s streets. 

“Over the winter, I have 
worked on a_ stationary 
bike,” Carlson said. “Now, I 
ride locally on my bike.” 

Carlson will put that hard 
work into good use, as the 
Sturbridge-Bourne route is 
one of the hardest routes in 
the Pan-Mass Challenge. 
On the PMC website, the 
leg is labeled as the 
“longest and most difficult” 
of the entire ride. “We'll 
have to: see (how I do),” 
Carlson said with a laugh, 
“but I should be fine.” 

In 2008, Carlson decided to 
take part in the event. With 
several duathalons (an 
event consisting of running 
and biking) under his belt, 
Carlson was prepared to 
take part in a grueling 
event that benefits cancer 
research. 

“I saw it online,” Carlson 
said, “and I read about it. It 
seemed to be a good cause.” 

In order to take part in the 
one-day race, riders need to 
raise a minimum of $3,000. 
However, Carlson will pass 
far beyond that point.

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Charlie getting tons of 
Silva for cancer patients

A person can do a lot of 
things with $20,000. You can 
buy a new car, pay off bills or 
go on a long vacation with 
your loved ones. But to ride 
192 miles on your bike from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown 
probably wouldn’t be on too 
many people's lists. But for 
Tewksbury resident Charlie 
Silva, this is the least he 
could do. 

With the help of his co-work- 
ers, Silva will be one of the 
5,200 riders in this weekend's 
3ist annual Pan Mass 
Challenge Bike Ride. Inspired 
to participate in this presti- 
gious event by his close friend 
Scott Wilson, whose father 
Alan lost his battle with colon 
cancer and passed away in 
October of 2008, Silva has 
helped raise over $20,000 for 
the Pan Mass Challenge 
which over the past 30 years 
has raised over $204 million 
for life-saving cancer 
research and treatment at 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
through the Jimmy Fund. 

Silva, who has lived in 
Tewksbury for 25 years, grew 
up in Bedford and graduated 


from Bedford High School. 
After graduating, Silva 
helped find the Silva 
Brother’s Construction 
Company, in which he still 
works at today. The company 
is located in Middleboro and 
has been in business for 30 
years in general contracting, 
specializing in rehab, addi- 
tions and remodeling. Silva 
said he earned most of his 
donations for the PMC from 
coworkers who contract Silva 
Brother’s Construction 
Company. Some workers 
donated $250 while others 
donated up to $2,200. 

"I set a goal for myself to 
raise $20,000,” said Silva. “I 
paid my contractors a lot 
over the years so I asked each 
of them to make heavy dona- 
tions to the PMC.

"I decided I wanted to take 
part about four months ago,” 
said Silva. “(Scott) convinced 
me after he lost his father to 
cancer. I thought I'm blessed 
with my health, so I might as 
well use it to help others that 
may not be so fortunate." 

In order for a cyclist to ride, 
he or she must raise between 
$500 and $4200, depending on 
the route the rider has cho- 
sen. Silva has raised $20,000 
and Team Wilson has raised 
over $60,000 together. 

"The Pan-Mass Challenge is 
such a successful event 
because all of the money goes 
to the Dana-Farber institute, 
which really helps finance a 
lot of families dealing with 
cancer," explained Silva. 
"Everyone I have talked to 
says that Pan-Mass is a great 
time, with a lot of support 
from the fans there. Each 
person you meet seems to 
know someone else who has 
taken part in it.” 

Silva worked hard to get in 
shape for such a trying chal- 
lenge. 

"I rode a spinning bike twice 


a week for an hour for the 
last four months," said Silva. 
"These past two weekends 
leading up to the Pan-Mass 
Challenge I've biked 80 miles 
to prepare myself for the 
overwhelming experience." 

The challenge of raising 
over $20,00 was daunting 
enough, but this weekend 
Silva will put on his helmet 
and gloves and will try to 
push himself up and down 
hills for 192 miles throughout 
the Cape Cod area. 

"I look forward to the over- 
all experience," said Silva.

The next time you're playing a round of 18 on a local course, 
take it easy on anyone in your foursome who takes a break to 
answer a phone call - it just might be your ticket to Scotland on 
the other line, 

It took a few weeks, but an all-expense paid trip to one of the 
most famous golf courses in the world, and appearances in a 
Series of television commercials, for Reading resident Robert 
‘Bobby’ Coppins can all be traced back to one such phone call, 
taken randomly by a friend during a match earlier this year. 

Reading residents and those from the surrounding 
Middlesex East readership area who frequently play the 
Meadow Brook Golf Club in Reading and watch and on televi- 
sion, may have had more than one “I know that guy” moments 
in recent weeks, as they catch television commercials featuring 
a tall guy with an easy swing and Meadow Brook Golf Club logo 
gear. The ads are part of the new Titleist 2010 Introductions ad 
campaign, and that face that looks so familiar to many belongs 
to Coppins. 

Bobby, who has been a resident of Reading for 7 years, was 
picked by Titleist to appear in its new promotional series fea- 
turing “real people” golfers last year, after being nominated by 
a friend in the advertising business. 

“I was playing last fall one day, and the guy I was playing 
with gota phone call,” said Coppins. “The call was from some- 
one with Arnold Advertising, who said they were working with 
Titleist on a new ad campaign that was going to feature ama-

teurs. He was wondering if my playing partner had anyone he 
bared recommend, so the guy passed along all my information 
to him. 

“I didn’t think much of it, but then I got a call from them 
looking for more information, but then time went by and noth- 
ing,” said Coppins. “Then my wife heard from a mutual friend 
that they were really interested in my story, and then I was 
asked to take part in a half-hour conference call with folks from 
Titleist, where they asked all kinds of questions. It ended so 
quickly, with everyone hanging up at once and then silence, that 
I was sure I had blown it.” 

But soon after that he received an email on his Blackberry 
and a call, going over his itinerary for a trip to Scotland and 
filming sessions for the‘ad campaign. 

“I found out on a Thursday, and I was leaving that Saturday,” 
said Coppins. “I already had some things scheduled for work 
that day, but I was able to move them around and make it hap- 
pen. 

The next thing Coppins knew, he was across ‘The Pond’, hob- 
nobbing with the folks from Titleist and professional golf play- 
ers in and around St. Andrews, where golf has been played since 
around 1400 AD and is renowned throughout the world as the 
Home of Golf. Over the 600 year history of the site, one simple 
course has developed into six public golf courses, attracting 
hundreds of thousands of golfing pilgrims from around the 
Blobe. , 

Some of the filming Coppins was involved in was done at the 
Duke's Course, a new course in dating back to just 1995. The 
course is a classic inland design and is characterized by small 
undulations and groups of small pot bunkers often built into 
mounds providing very high lips. 

The series was taped in Scotland in September of 2009 and 
the spots shot during that time have appeared frequently this 
summer as part of the routine advertising rotation for PGA 
events, 

While Bobby went through a lengthy interview process that 
included meetings with the Titleist Marketing team where all 
things golf were discussed: how he got into the game (his grand- 
father), his favorite golfer (Bobby Jones), his favorite hole (the 
#2 at Meadow Brook Golf Club), juggling work and family with

part of Titleist’s ‘Real People’ advertising campaign. 


golf, and his approach to the game, perhaps the most arduous 
part of the process was the repetitive nature of shooting scenes 
for a commercial. 

“The monotony is mind-blowing,” said Coppins. “I must have 
hit the same chip shot 60 times, so they could film it from this 
angle, from that angle, in this shirt, in that shirt, different hats. 
They wanted enough footage so that when we were all done 
they could take it all back and sit in an editing room and figure 
out what worked best for the commercials.” 

But the trip wasn’t all work and no play for Coppins. In addi- 
tion to the time spent taping scenes at the Dukes course (owned 
by Koehler of Whistling Straits, Wisconsin fame) and The St 
Andrews Bay Resort, he spent time mingling with Titleist 
European Tour pros like Robert Karlsson, Soren Hanson and 
Lee Westwood, who were in town for their part in the filming, 
as well as taking part in the Dunhill Cup. 

Coppins also enjoyed two rounds while there. 

Coppins grew up in Winchester, where he played hockey and 
lacrosse, He was a 1983 graduate of the University of New 
Hampshire. 

“I grew up near the West Side Field in Winchester,” said 
Coppins. “Like a lot of people, I was introduced to golf by fam- 
ily. My grandfather would take me over there and I would stand

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D.R. Horton posts $50.5M profit for 3Q 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Homebuilder 
D.R. Horton Inc. said Tuesday it reversed a 
year-ago loss in its fiscal third quarter as 
homebuyers raced to close on purchases 
before the end of June to qualify for federal 
tax credits. 


New home orders fell 3 percent in the 
absence of the government incentives, 
which expired at the end of April. 


However, after dropping sharply from 
April to May, orders improved modestly in 
June and again in July, management said. 


"Clearly, the two tax credits pulled for- 
ward demand, and now as we see in July, 
we're getting back to a more normalized 
demand," said Donald Tomnitz, D.R. 
Horton's president and chief executive. 


‘Still, Tomnitz noted that it will be diffi- 
cult for the company to improve on its 


prior-year sales totals in the next three 
quarters because the tax credits are over. 
He also next year and 2012 would 
be "tough years" for homebuilders. 


"While we remain focused on gaining 
market share, for us to see significant, sus- 
tainable sales growth, we need to see 
improvement in the overall economy, the 
jobs landscape, and consumer confidence," 
he said.

Shawsheen Tech succeeding and growing 


BY DANIEL R. 


recently provided the Board 
of Selectmen with an update 
of the school’s academic 
progress, as well as inform- 
ing the board of the status 
of the addition of the pro- 
posed Health/Life Sciences 
Center. 


He began by noting that 
the town’s assessment per 
pupil has decreased from 
FY09 through FY. The 
expenditures per pupil for 
the Tech has increased only 
14.72% over the last four 
years, which is substantially 
lower than Wilmington, at 
25.24%, as well as surround- 
ing towns. Both Wilmington 
and Shawsheen Tech are 
very close to the state aver- 
age of net school i 
as compared to foundation 
budgets for FY10. 


Lyons pointed to the 
school’s current attendance 
rate of 96.4% and drop out 
rate of 0.5% as success indi- 
cators. The state average 
drop out rate is 2.9%, Lyons 
said. The school’s atten- 
dance rate has been above 
95% for the past five years. 
Lyons said that the Tech 
could reasonably boast 
being “among the highest 
attendance in the state.” 


He added that the state 
average for graduation in 
four years among special 
education students is 60%. 
He said that Shawsheen 
Tech, however, currently 
stands at 96%. He noted 
that approximately 26% of 


students attending the Tech 
are special education stu- 
dents. 


In 2009, Shawsheen 
Tech’s MCAS English 
Arts (ELA) per- 


formance also improved, 
with an increase in those 
scoring advanced, and with 
a higher total of students in 
either the advanced or pro- 
ficient categories. Scores in 
advanced and proficient 
also increased in mathemat- 
ics MCAS as well. In 2009, 
Shawsheen Tech outper- 
formed all other 
Massachusetts vocational- 
technical high schools in 
ELA, mathematics, and sci- 
ence tests, Lyons said. 


Lyons then proceeded to 
brief the selectmen on the 
latest progress with regard 
to the new wing at the 
school. 


The new Life Sciences 
Center will incorporate 
health technology students, 
dental technician students, 
lab science technicians, and 
a biotechnology program. 
The architectural firm of 
Knight, Bagge and 
Anderson has been hired for 
the project. The total proj- 
ect cost is estimated to 
come in at $4,687,847. 


Lyons noted the decline 
in career opportunities 
within the diesel field, a pro- 
gram that will be closed to 
accommodate the new cen- 
ter. He said that about 50% 
of car dealerships in the 
country had closed, and 
that there are far fewer 
service stations in existence 
than in years past, thus lim- 
iting openings for those 
entering the workforce in

He 
noted that the existing area 
is presently insufficient to 
meet the demands for 
health and life sciences pro- 
grams, which are critical 
for careers in the 2Ist 
Century. The existing shop 
enrolls about 25 students, 
whereas the proposed reno- 
vations and addition would 
accommodate more than 115 
students. The Life Sciences 
Center would feature an 
“office-type atmosphere,” 
Lyons said, and would be 
available at night for a 
tuition-based LPN program 
or other endeavors. 


Lyons added that the 
design approach would also 
investigate taking advan- 
tage of green materials and 
energy efficient light fix- 
tures, as well as low volume 
plumbing fixtures. A pre 
liminary analysis for soil 
contamination indicated no 
erosion, he said. He stated 
that the building is struc- 
turally sound. It was built 
in 1967. Lyons said that the 
“builders did a marvelous 
job.” 


About 56% of the project 
has been approved for fund- 
ing by the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority. 
Lyons said that the, 
“finances are in order.” 
Lyons thanked the select-

New professional development ‘pilot’ 
schedule begins this fall in Reading

READING - When students 
and teachers return to the 
Reading Publie Schools later 
this month, they will be oper- 
ating under a new schedule, 
designed to better facilitate 
professional development 
opportunities for staff mem- 
bers. 

Last spring, Reading

“We'd like to make it 
more convenient for the com- 
munity, better for kids, but 
really also to give teachers 
what they really need, and it’s 
an improvement over what 
we've been doing.” 

The proposed change will 
be a year long “pilot” to see if

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Residents comment on proposals for 
new elementary school building 


By ELLEN KNIGHT 


WINCHESTER - On the verge of recom- 
mending a preferred option for the Vinson- 
Owen School to the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority, Town officials in 
Winchester held a public hearing recently 
during a School Committee meeting to get 
input on the options. 

Attended by a few dozen parents and 
members of the Educational Facilities 
Planning and Building Committee, 
Planning Board, Board of Selectmen, and 
Design Review Committee, the hearing 
resulted in a series of suggestions and con- 
cerns and a clear preference for one of five 
layouts presented. 

EFPBC Chairman Robert Deering 
explained changes in the new MSBA regu- 
lations and reviewed the schedule, which 
includes submission of the preferred alter- 
native on June 11, MSBA approval on July 
28, schematic design submission on 
October 15, MSBA vote to offer a funding 
grant on November 17, Town Meeting and 
debt-exclusion override vote within 120 
days, construction documents completed 
October 2011, project bid in November 2011, 
construction completed April 2013, and 
school opens September 2013. 

Architect Brooke Trivas reviewed five 
options. All are designed for 420 students, 
have about 72,428 square feet, and 64 park- 
ing spaces. The main access to all is from 
Johnson Road (though a service route 
might enter from Ridge Street). 

Option A, as required by the MSBA, is a 
renovation of the existing building with an 
addition. Parking and play areas are sim- 
ilar to what exists though parking is 
expanded. Option B is a new school on the 
existing site, using the existing footprint as 
much as possible. The parking and play 
areas are similar to those for A. 

Option C is a new school on a lower part 
of the existing site with play area in the 
front and back. Option D is a new school 
on the flat field. This has all the play area 
in the rear and parking on the side and lit- 
tle green space in front. Option E is locat- 
ed on the edge of the field and has a formal 
entry and green space in front, parking to 
the side, play areas in front with addition- 
al tired play area in the rear possibly 
accessed from the building's second floor. 

Site plans and floor plans were presented 
for each option. What were not available 
were cost estimates for each option. These 
are expected to be available by 
Wednesday's EFPBC vote. 
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For the last 30 years

Also unavailable was a cost estimate for 
fixing the Parkhurst School for use as 
swing space. Option D and possibly Option 
E (if the gym were removed) could allow 
school to be held in the existing building 
during construction. Deering explained 
that swing-space costs are not reim- 
bursable and will not be part of the presen- 
tation to MSBA. 

Regarding traffic and access, Deering 
said that they had hired the same traffic 
consultant hired by the Town to study the 
intersection of Johnson Road and Ridge 
Street. Once a preferred option is decided 
and the project goes into schematic design, 
traffic-flow and access-layout details are to 
be worked out. 

Asked if they could build a school for 
more than 420 students, a number set by 
the MSBA, Deering said they are looking 
into considerations for future expansion. 
Asked about the flexibility of the interior 
spaces to handle programs of the future, he 
said they consulted with the principal and 
staff regarding current programming and, 
unable to predict what might be needed in 
the future, said there is flexibility. 
Superintendent William McAlduff said 
they had to work aggressively to get three 
extra classrooms into the building after the 
MSBA originally approved it for 380 stu- 
dents. 


When one neighbor asked if they could 
keep it as a small school, McAlduff said 
the fact is enrollment has increased and is 
expected to increase 10% over the next five 
years. He also said they had made a com- 
mitment to MSBA to redistrict. “We need to 
be clear,” he said, “this is not just a plan 
for V-0.” 

Asked about height limits, since a taller 
building might mean a smaller footprint, 
‘Trivas said that zoning has a 45-foot limit 
and that they want it to be on an appropri- 
ate scale with the neighborhood. 

Jean Batty of the Disabilities Access 
Commission said that several plans had 
her concerned because of spread-out 
spaces which could be difficult and the 
tiered play area. She asked if air condition- 
ing was planned, especially considering 
the extended school year option. Others 
also advocated for air conditioning. 
Deering said that when they built the 
Ambrose School they put air conditioning 
only into the administrative and core areas 
and said he thought V-O would follow suit. 
McAlduff said they should not close the 
door on the idea but added that what will 
happen will be the result of policy discus- 
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sions among Town boards. 

Bill Swanton of the Energy Management 
Committee as if the MSBA would reim- 
burse air conditioning. Trivas said they 
had not taken a position and she had seen 
a variety of buildings, some fully air condi- 
tioned, approved. 

Swanton said that one reason they 
encourage no more air conditioning is that 
the town has an air-conditioned high 
school and they should figure out how to 
use that building during the summer. 
Asked how the school would be designed 
to implement future technology, Trivas 
said they have not had those discussions 
but supposed the building would be wire- 
less and that there would be provisions for 
a variety of options. 

As for green construction, she said it 
would be a CHPS building and, if the Town 
becomes a Green Community, will have to 
meet the Stretch Energy Code. 
Regarding parking, a parent commented 
that, however big it is, the lot will not be 
big enough and asked if parking on 
Johnson Road would be possible. She also 
commented that bringing the building clos- 
er to the street makes if more visible. She 
said that many drivers apparently do not 
know a school is there and go flying 


through. 

Betsey Cregger said the Planning Board 
is very concerned about traffic flow around 
the school, safe egress, and, since they 
would encourage more walking to school, 
pedestrian safety. She also advocated as 
much green space as possible. 

David Anderson of the Design Review 
Committee commented that Option E was 
best integrated into the site and takes the 
best advantage of the slope for a play- 


ground. 

Mary McKenna of the Planning Board 
encouraged thinking about natural ventila- 
tion and sunlight, agreed that traffic calm- 
ing is important, and said they could con- 
sider adding height to reduce the footprint. 

Before the meeting concluded, School 
Committee Chairman Sarah Girotti called 
for a straw vote for a preferred option. 
Option E was the clear winner. 

The votes that count will be the one the 
EFPBC takes on Wednesday, June 2, and 
the one taken by the MSBA in July.

You 
get a little less green area, but 
you get no more lots,” said 
Houghton, who explained that 
the compromise was reached 
“after multiple talks with both 
Wakefield and Stoneham's 
Public Works departments.

Melton Associates has pro- 
posed building a 49-lot subdivi- 
sion containing single-family 
homes at the former Catholic 
High School, which straddles 
both the Stoneham and 
Wakefield lines. 

In particular, the housing 
developers, who acquired the 

: land last March, intend to raze 
= four of the five structures situ- 
“ated on the campus, while the 
current “Convent Building” 
near Converse Street in 

Wakefield would be retained 

and rehabilitated. 

Currently, Melton Associates 
is engaging both Planning 
Boards for a preliminary subdi- 
vision approval, a non-binding 
endorsement that allows offi- 
cials from both towns to offer 
their input on the project's 
design and layout. 


MacArthur Road change 

The smallest of three access 
points to the site, the 
MacArthur Road entryway was 
the cause of some concern dur- 
ing the initial meeting on the 
subdivision. 

In particular, abutters and 
town officials pointed out that 
the strip of land, currently an 
unpaved strip of grass where 
drainage and sewer lines are 
accessed, is surrounded by wet- 
lands. 

The general area is also 
prone to flooding, and many 
neighbors already struggle to 
keep water from pooling in 
their homes during heavy 
storms. 

Initially, the proponents 
pitched a 40-foot wide right-of- 
way into the subdivision. By 
contrast, the other two access 
points, including driveway near 


Converse Street in Wakefield 
and a new connection to the 
site through a cul-de-sac off of 
Winship Drive, would be mych 
wider. 


According to Planning Board 
Chairman August Niewenhous, 
Stoneham Public 
Director Robert Grover is 
opposed to such a narrow 
entrance and egress, though he 
is willing to entertain the 45- 
foot width compromise for the 
remainder of the development. 

“The 40-foot layout on 
MacArthur Road is not a good 
[idea]. We would like the 
developer to try to acquire 
adjacent land for a 45-foot lay- 
out,” said Niewenhous, reading 
from correspondence sent by 
Grover. 

When pressed by Planning 
Board member Kevin Dolan on 
that point, Houghton revealed 
that his clients had an agree- 
ment in principal to purchase 
one MacArthur Road parcel, 
while talks continued for 
acquiring a second plot. 

“That would change the lay- 
out,” said Houghton. “Right 
now, it’s 99.9 percent [certain 
that will do this]. There is a 
wetlands issue, so we're trying 
to make a better subdivision.” 

According to John Boardman, 
a petitioner-retained engineer 
from Hancock Associates, the 
new layout would likely entail 
the access road tying into the 
vicinity of Greenview Road. 

“The roadway could be cir- 
cled around and brought back 
directly across from 
Greenview, And that's a nice 
four-way intersection,” 
Boardman suggested. 

Despite that potential conces- 
sion, Niewenhous argued that 
the applicant still had much 
work to do to improve the over- 
all drainage situation near 
MacArthur Road. 

Specifically, due to the topog- 
raphy of the Nazareth land, 
Melton Associates is planning 
on having the drainage and 
runoff continue to run towards 
MacArthur Road. 

According to Boardman, an 
underground infiltration tank 
will help control the flows dur- 
ing heavy rain events. 

“That water right now seeps 
down towards MacArthur. One 
of the hopes is that by collect- 
ing that water and putting it in

fessional development day, 
students would arrive 1-1/2 
hours late to school, allowing 
teachers that early time to 
learn about the latest in 
enhancing education.

One of the new Co- 
Student Representatives 
voiced an agreement of this, 
that perhaps the community 
would perceive another 
change as an inability to make 
a decision.

Conti, Larkin discuss 
1-to-1 technology 
with School Board

BURLINGTON - School 
Supt. Dr. Eric Conti and 
Burlington High School 
Principal Patrick Larkin 
this summer provided an 
update regarding the tech- 
nology infrastructure for 
the high school and the rest 
of the town’s schools. Also 
the dialogue focused on 
Larkin's “vision” for a 
school environment where 
each student and teacher 
will have a laptop for use in 
and out of class as the open- 
ing of school nears. 

Larkin noted that his 
idea to go to a one-to-one 
school environment is 
something that will take 
Burlington a full year for 
which to prepare. He reiter- 
ated that the first objective 
in the process is to make 
sure the teachers and facul- 
ty are properly profession- 
ally developed in these spe- 
cific areas of laptop technol- 
ogy for the classroom. 

“Now we are focusing on 
preparing the curriculum 
and the faculty for the 
changes that are coming 
with the one-to-one environ- 
ment,” said Larkin, noting 
that no other school in the 
state is doing this except for 
Beverly. “I want to be ahead 
of the pack in 
Massachusetts.” 

It was noted that the 
timeline for this technology 
to be fully implemented in 
the high school will be in 
the fall of 2011. 

Larkin said other states, 
such as Iowa and Maine, 
have just completed their 
first year with the one-to- 
one implementation in some 
of their schools, which pro- 
vides plenty of resources 
and feedback for a town like 
Burlington to use as a guide 
for a successful implemen- 
tation. He mentioned that 
there will be a 1-to-1 imple- 
mentation team created by 
the beginning of this school 
year which would include 
parents, faculty, and stu- 
dents who will all discuss 
the best way to go about 
implementing this technolo- 
gy into the town’s schools. 

“The only way this won't 
work will be because of poor 
implementation,” said 
Larkin, noting that aspect 


sibility. “Technology is 
changing and progressing 
so quickly that it is vital to 
give our kids a leg up.” 
Conti made it clear that 
he and Larkin are trying to 
develop a high school that 
will be relevant and flexible 
five-10 years from now. He 
added that all the wireless 
units have been installed in 


he says, “It is going to hap- 
pen.” 


As for talks regarding 
how the laptops will be pro- 
vided, no final decision has 
been made, but Larkin and 
Conti made it clear that 
issue will be a main topic of 
conversation, which will 
hinge on what is best for the 
town. 


It was noted that Beverly 
is forcing students to buy 
Mac laptops for the fall of 
2011 and Iowa created a 
state tax to pay for the one- 
to-one equipment, but a 
Mac representative stated 
that a problem with pur- 
chasing Mac laptops now is 
three or four years from 
now they will be outdated. 

“There needs to be philo- 
sophical discussions on how 
we want to go about this 
plan,” said Conti, noting 
that technology is a part of 
what everyone does and this 
system is the best way for 
administrators to engage 
the students. 

Larkin informed the 
board that high school 
teachers will be receiving 
laptops this year so they 
have a year to study and fig- 
ure out how the laptop 
works best for them and 
their. students before the 
one-to-one environment is 
fully implemented in the fall 
of 2011. 

“The teachers will have a 
smorgasbord of tools where- 
in they will have many dif- 
ferent ways to engage stu- 
dents,” said Larkin. “The 
teachers will pick-and- 
choose what works for 
them.” 

The School Committee 
members each cited how 
the rapid progress in tech- 
nology has changed their 
lives, and they understand 
how beneficial and 
resourceful technology can 
be in the academic arena 
and life in general. 

This School Committee 
meeting was the first real 
public conversation regard- 
ing the one-to-one environ- 
ment that will be imple- 
mented in the high school 
and then most likely in the 
middle school (seventh and 
eighth grade), so there will 
be much more discussion 
concerning the matter in 
the coming months.
